Beneficial — More Ways Than One 


The City of Belle Glade expects to put its newly-finish- 
ed sewage treatment plant into operation on Sept. 1, less than 
a week away. It's been a long time coming. 

Belle Glade is one of the last cities of its size in the state 
to have a sewerage system. It's also unique in that our 
city’s system is the first built in muck soils. 

Aside from the fact that it puts us in a modern trend, 
two principal benefits will begrealized from the treatment 
plant and its system, and one of those is from the standpoint 
of waterborne disease protection. 

With a major portion of the septic tank menace out 
of the way, typhoid and amoebic dysentery outbreaks are 
less serious possibilities in our thickly-populated sections. 

A second benefit—almost certainly—will be the growth 
potential of our area with an operating sewage treatment 
plant. Large industry will be able to exist more practically 
in or near Be]le Glade. 

Already the Glades State Prison Farm has made an 
arrangement to hook up to our system at a substantial 
savings to the state. Other large factories or, more probably, 
housing developments could connect to our existing se 
age instead of installing septic tanks or their own sewage 
treatment facilities. 

The Herald congratulates the many minds which led 
to this final point. Our city councilmen, who last year in 
October ordered construction, the engineers who kept tahs 
on the technical end of the operation and advised on finan- 
cial practicability and the.host of others who sped the city 
toward its modern system of sewage treatment are all to 
be hanked for their effort.
